Vernon over the Denver, but, due to the tact thai this line is 
hot-! 
tie-necked” at W ichita Falls and again at Burkburnett on account 
of congested yards and tremendous shipping activity, it is feared j 
that much material will have to he routed via Oklahoma City and 
the Frisco. 
It is doubted if even this expedient will serve to re- • 
lieve the situation unless large trackage im p ro v e m en ts are car-| 


ried out in the local yards. 
Despite these difficulties the lumber men are optimistic, andj 
believe that, aside from brick, and possibly cement, there will be'

HL Wednesday, despite the most carefully laid plans of manage­ 
ment and drillers to hold it down until Saturday, when it was in­ 
tended to turn it loose in full view of ti crowd to be assembled tor 
the occasion. 
As a result of the lucky strike, Vernon is an oil 
town over night, leasing activities border on frenzy, and every 
train coming into Vernon is loaded to the guards with newcomers 
hungry for their share of quick and easy wealth. 
Th# rush of oil hit the crown block and even went twenty feet 
above tin* top of the derrick, spattering the surrounding ground 
for a radius of 150 feet or more, coming from an eight-inch pipe 
at a depth of 2010 feet, with a penetration into the sand til but 


18 inches. 
The well flowed by heads and was placed under control at 7 
o’clock Wednesday morning, when the casing was capped with a 
control head and all the tools placed on top of the well to hold 
down the immense pressure. The well was drilled with caple tools, 
the bit reached the top of the sand last Friday, drilling being con­ 
tinued thereafter with caution, but Wednesday morning, while tho 


drillers were away, the well blew in.

EDUCATION ANJ) HEALTH. 


The state superintendent of 
public instruction is urging the 
teaching of hygiene and nursing 
in public schools. 
This is done 
now in an elemental way—so 
elemental in many schools that 
it is of little practical worth. 
lf it were a question of choice 
between ignorance of hygiene 
and minds steeped with arts and 
science::,, or practical training in 
matters of health and less knowl­ 
edge of books, few would hesi­ 
tate to choose. 
However, there 
is no need of letting books suffer 
in order to train the youth in 
fundamental rules of health. 
Even if it were necessary to 
continue the high school course 
a year, doubtless 
more 
young 
people 
would 
continue 
their 
courses for having an apprecia­ 
tion of practical knowledge re­ 
ceived. Undoubtedly that is not 
necessary. 
Some 
high 
school 
courses 
could undoubtedly be eliminated 
in the interest of more thorough 
study 
of 
health hygiene and 
care of the sick and the pupil 
still be gainer. A fter all, it isn’t 
the mass of facts the high school 
pupil gets that are of value. 
It 
he has a sound body and an ap­ 
preciation of what keeping fit

The following paragraphs are ex­ 
tracts from an address by Eugene 
Davenport of the Illinois College of 
Agriculture, before the illinois Agri­ 
cultural Association: 
“The Farm Bureau and its fed­ 
erations, state and national, constitute 
at once the most progressive, the most 
rational, and the most powerful or­ 
ganisation ever devised by farmers. 
This organisation is rational, or ought 
to bu, because it is founded und of­ 
ficered by the best and sanest ludivi- 
ficers by the best and sanest individ­ 
uals of the profession, not by the most 
radical, as is often the case, especially 
with organized labor. 
It is represen­ 
tative 
because 
It is 
nation-wide, 
reaching down to the actual man on 
his farm. And it is powerful, because 
it will soon represent the combined 
strength as well as wisdom of at least 
a fourth of the farm ers of America.” 
"It may as well be written down us 
axiomatic that if this great organiza­ 
tion Is to do the work that needs to 
be done in and for agriculture now, 
It must never lose its temper, aud It 
must never lose the respect of its as­ 
sociated Industries and interests. 
“The first step in the return to nor­ 
mal—not to pre-war conditions, which 
we shall never see, but to normal—is 
to produce more of the necessities and 
to direct more labor away from luxu­ 
ries, which will be done only as we 
refuse to buy luxuries while necessi­ 
ties are scarce. 
Tho next step Is to 
reduce the volume of the currency, or 
else, to make it good by production, 
and this will come about only as we 
pay our debts anil get really solvent 
again.
